Loffmark denied the.charge 
in a speech F*b. 9, and filed 
correspondence in which he 
denied it as well. 

Monday. Clark fired back 
with an offer to table a tape 
recording and transcript of a 
Vancouver meeting he said 
was attended by Loffmark, 
Rehabilitation Minister Philip 
Gaglardi. members of the 
Clearwater hospital board and 


Dr. R. P. Regehr, central 
figure in the case. 

Regehr. the only doctor in 
Clearwater. 80 miles north of 
Kamloops, had said he would 
leave the community if the 
government refused to build a 
hospital there. Clark told the 
House Feb. 3 that Loffmark 
had told Regehr his qualifica¬ 
tions would be looked into to 
see whether his licence to 
practise medicine should be 
lifted 

Dr. Regehr did leave in 
January over the hospital 
issue, and is reported to be

Barry was a member of a 
train crew which rode a 
freight engine down a 25-foot 
embankment into the Fraser 
near Lytton. only two weeks 
ago—on Jan. 30.

A railway spokesman said 
Monday’s crash happened 
about 4:20 a.nr about six 
miles cast of here. The two 
250-ton locomotives and four 
cars plunged over the side 
alter striking the slide, which 
covered about 40 feet of the 
track and measured up to six 
feet high.

Dallas County medical ex¬ 
aminer Keith Chapler said the 
three young people died of 
carbon monoxide fumes. He 
identified them as Pamela Sue 
Barnes and Roxanne Lynn 
Harm sen. both 16. and Gregors' 
Fetters. 17. 


Chapter said the car was the 
same vehicle in which three Des 
Moines residents were found 
dead of carbon monoxide 
poisoning early in November. 

He said tlie bodies of William 
Mitchell. 36. Mrs. Janet Tiedtke. 
26. and her daughter, Donna 
Kaye, were found in the car 
along Interstate 80. 

Since that time, authorities 


said, the car has changed hands 
twice and each new owner was 
apparently aware that it had a 
leaky muffler. 

Police said 'Mrs. Tiedtke's 
husband sold the car to his 
nephew ,Lloyd Warden. 17. who 
in turn sold it to his brother-in- 
law Robert Schnathorst. 16. 

Schnathorst was the fourth 
person found in the car Sunday. 


Warden’s mother, who also is 
Mrs. Tledtke’s mother, said her 
son had told Schnathorst the car 
needed repair and Schnathorst 
had said lie planned to have 
some friends help him with the 
work. 

“Right now, I just wish they’d 
taken the car and junked it.” 
Mrs. Warden said. ”It's killed 
six people.”

Irish Riot Toll 12 in Week 


BELFAST (AP)—The Briti¬ 
sh Army announced the death 
Monday of a 22-year-old Scots 
soldier from gunshot wounds 
suffered in Northern Ireland 
fighting last week, bringing 
the confirmed death toll for 
the week of rioting to 12. 

L.-Bdr. John Laurie was the 
second soldier to die as a 
result of the fresh outburst of 
violence set off by the long¬ 
standing strife between 
Roman Catholics and Protes¬ 
tants. 


In London. Home Secretary 
Reginald Maudling said in the 
Commons that the illegal 
Irish ' Republican Army has 
brought "new viciousness and 
violence" to the conflict in 
Northern Ireland. 

"Most of the trouble in 
recent weeks has been the 
work of the extreme Pro¬ 
visional wing of the IRA," 
Maudling said. 

The Provisional wing has 
brpken with the traditional 
IRA leadership over the issue 


of using urban guerrilla tac¬ 
tics to bring about union of 
the six British-ruled counties 
of Northern Ireland with the 
Irish Republic. 

The crucial difficulty, he 
added, was to halt the 
Provisionals without angering 
the Roman Catholic com¬ 
munity.

* I>«'»r Dr. Thosteson: I’ve 
tjifcver told my doctor about 
— I’m chicken! About 
t years ago my husband 
I both had a planter's 
ayrt on the bottom of a foot. 

' After about a year of 
hobbling around, he went to 
Vie doctor and had his burnt 
out with acid but it took 
several trips to the doctor 
and much pain. 

I wish I’d gone even before 
be did because I am still 
hobbling around with the 
same little old wart. A couple 
of years ago I started to 
worry — I think the wart has 
grown into a bone. At least 
that’s how it feels. Will it go 
away If I ignore it long 
enough?—-Mrs. H.G.F. 

It’s a, plant ar (not 
"planter’s") wart, so named 
because It is a wart that

grows on the plantar, or sole, 
part of the foot. 

You can stop worrying 
about the wart "growing onto 
the bone" because it won't — 
although I concede that it 
might feel that way. The 
wart, on some other part of 
your anatomy, wouldn’t 
bother you much, but on the 
sole, it can feel like a pebble 
in your shoe, and how you’ve 
managed to tolerate it for 
eight years. I don’t know. 

These plantar warts have a 


tendency to appear where 
there Is some callus forma¬ 
tion, meaning that it is an 
area subjected to pressure 
when you walk. Sometimes if 
you protect that particular 
area from pressure (a com 
plaster with a hole in the 
centre or some sort of 
padding of that nature) the 
wart may disappear, but I do 
not guarantee it. I aay it 
"may" and that’s as far as I 
can go. 

However, there are various 
methods of treating a plantar 
wart. Among them: having 
the doctor pare it down (to 
eliminate the painful lump) 
and hope that the wart will go 
away; cautery — either by 
chemical means or electric 
needle; ultra-violet; x-ray, 
diatherymy; ultrasound. 

I’d suggest, Mrs. F.. that 
after eight years of hobbling 
you see either your doctor or 
a podiatrist.

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ATLANTA (DPI) — A Black Panther and a 
Black Muslim came to blown Monday over who 
would sell whose organization’s newspaper on a 
downtown streeteorner, starting a melee that re¬ 
quired 100 Hot police to quell.

A 
late afternoon rain helped disperse the crowds.

Egyptians Bless 
Jarring’s Move

Egypt followd up its earlier 
favorable comment by de¬ 
livering an official favorable 
answer Monday to prelimi¬ 
nary proposals for a Mideast 
settlement. 

The peace proposals were 
hammered out earlier by UN 
mediator Gunnar Jarring. The 
Egyptian reply was trans¬ 
mitted in the UN to Jarring 
by Egyptian Ambassador Mo- 
hamed El-Zayyat. 

However, officials in Je¬ 
rusalem privately reiterated 
that Israel will reject an offer 
by Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat to reopen the Suez 
Canal in exchange for with¬ 


drawal of Israeli forces from 
the Sinai Peninsula on the 
Eastern Bank. 

Premier Golds Meir’s cabi¬ 
net issued a statement after a 
meeting in Jerusalem Sunday 
saying Israel would continue 
talks only in line with its own 
proposals. The statement 
made no reference to 
Jarring’s suggestions, indicat¬ 
ing Israel thinks he’s author¬ 
ized only as a go-between, 
and not as a mediator. 

At the same time, fighting 
erupted for the fifth consecu¬ 
tive day between Palestinian 
guerrillas and army troops in 
the Jordanian capital of Am¬ 
man.

I gave the newsie a two 
new pence and a half penny 
coin. It was early and they 
were the first he had seen. 

He fingered them suspici¬ 
ously. 

“Wish we had stuck to good 
old English money," he said. 

At a nearby supermarket I 
got in line at the checkout 
desk behind an elderly 
woman. 


“That will ba 60& pence," 
said the cashier. 

The old lady put on her 
glasses and made a long 
calculation with the help of a 
pocket conversion table. 

She gave 14 ) and asked, 
“What is this in English 
money?" 

The oashier consulted a 
conversion table. 

“Twelve shillings and a 
penny (51-45),” she said. 

The o)d lady offered a 
handful of ooina. They did not 
add up to enough. Finally, she 
gave the cashier a one-pound 
note. 

"I'll never get the hang of 
It," she said sadly.

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Inaction on Regional Health 

significant change In the costs but would have 
given the residents of these three municipalities the 
service they were paying for—and left the other 
municipalities and unorganized territories of the 
region with the most Inadequate health safeguards. 
This, as we remarked at the time, would have been 
utterly foolish, since disease ignores boundaries. 

The threat to withdraw from the metropolitan 
board dissolved with the indication by Health 
Minister Ralph Loffmark that Greater Victoria 
would soon have a regional public health authority 
with a new finance formula, although even then 
the minister ominously referred to “an Interim 
rate” at a level “sufficient to maintain existing 
services.”

The issue, according to Mayor Hugh Curtis of 
Saanich, "has been snagged at the provincial level, 
and not at the municipal level; it requires 
approval of the provincial government to rectify 
the situation.” 

Mayor Curtis is confident and hopeful that the 
problem will be solved this year. But one can 
hardly blame Victoria for talking again of 
withdrawing from the present organization—not if 
it will help to bring about some action. 


A LITTLE MORE than a year ago the dty of 

Victoria was threatening to withdraw from the 
Greater Victoria Metropolitan Board of Health, 
with the idea of re-establishing an older public 
health partnership with Esquimalt and Oak Bay. 
Now the same threat re-appears, and for the same 
reason: the inequitable sharing of costs in relation 
to services between these three municipalities and 
Saanich. 

This is the measure of a year’s progress 
toward establishing a capital region health unit, 
providing adequate services at uniform cost. 

The cost disparity arose out of the combina¬ 
tion of the old provincial Saanich and South 
Vancouver Island health unit and the municipal 
health board which served Victoria, Esquimalt and 
Oak Bay. The charge to Saanich for the provincial 
service continued, and still continues, to be 30 cents 
per capita. Last year the other three municipalities 
paid $2.03 per capita. 

But it was not the difference in cost alone that 
brought last year's proposal by Victoria to break up 
the metropolitan board. A storage of provindaUy- 
paid staff meant that municipally-employed 
workers had to be deployed into the outer areas. 
The re-establishment of the Victoria, Esquimalt 
and Oak Bay health unit would have made no 


The Facts of the Matter 


TriOO MANY WRONG IMPRESSIONS from mis- 
-I- information and failure to face all of the facts 
are emerging from the Capita] Regional Board’s 
granting of a lease to a riding club for a small 
portion of parkland near Witty’s Lagoon at 
Metchosin. 

Criticism of the board's action from natural¬ 
ists and conservationists with claims of desecration 
of public property are unfounded, and the 
questioning of motives of the Colwood Trail Riders 
is bringing twisted answers. 

A visit to the wooded area should be enough to 
quieten at least some of the most fervent of the 
objectors. While they still might not agree to the 
principle of parkland leasing, they should be able 
to see, through what appears to be jealousy and 
mistrust, some goodness in what the horsemen are 
doing at Witty’s. A little reasoned thinking with 
their observations might bring them to the 
realization that the lessees are practising conser¬ 
vation to a laudable degree—that the park is 
better for their presence. 

The lease covers less than three acres of a 10- 
acre waterfront property, and does not come near 
the muddy shoreline of the lagoon. 1116 fact is, 
incidentally, that at low tide the entire area be¬ 
comes a mud flat that would require dredging and 
filling with sand if it is to become a picnic area. 
The section leased to the horsemen takes in a slope 
where a previous owner had constructed a ftdrly 
large log cabin, and another earlier owner had built 
a horse-training ring. 

The log cabin is set back a short distance from 
a high, grassy lookout to a picturesque waterfall 
across an arm of the lagoon. 

A section of snowfencing has been placed in a 
temporary manner in the area of the cabin leading 


to the waterfall lookout, obviously as a warning of 
the danger of a sudden perpendicular drop to the 
water. There are safer trails open to waterfall 
viewers farther down the slope. 

Main work of the horse club has been on the 
old ring, levelling and resurfacing it, and Installing 
neat fencing. And members have renovated the 
cabin for club meetings, with a protective railing 
around a large porch. 

No trees have been cut In recent years as 
evidenced by the discoloration of the stumps. 
Previous owners obviously did the work, although 
some trees have been felled recently on adjoining 
property that Is still privately owned. 

The only fences that have been built are those 
around the ring and a holding area—a ring, by the 
way, which is unusually irregular in shape because 
the horsemen have been conscientious in the 
regional board's stipulation that no trees be 
dropped. 

There has been no suggestion that the 
Colwood Trail Riders desire any more than to 
promote an Interest in a healthy recreation for 
young and old alike. 

There has been no question of the leased park 
area being closed to the public, or of the horsemen 
taking a proprietary stand. 

They are working within rules set out by the 
regional board regarding access and land usage— 
rules, Incidentally, which Include a requirement 
that they pay the property taxes. 

Concessions have been made to other groups 
in other park areas which have not been abused. 
From what the Colwood Trail Riders have done so 
far at Metchosin, and from the responsibility they 
have demonstrated, there is no reason why the 
concession made to them should not go beyond the 
five years they have been given.

Austria Concerned for Its Neutrality

Austrian negotiations tor a 
“final” agreement with the 
Common Market are to run 
parallel, acoordlng to present 
plans, with the negotiations of 
the other neutral countries, 
and also with those of the 
countries wanting to Join the 
EEC as full members, especi¬ 
ally Britain. They are also to 
run parallel to Austria’s own 
negotiations for a provisional 
or “interim” agreement. 

★ ★ * 

This rather complicated 
procedure has to be adopted 
because of. the endeavors 
which have been going on for 
some time to agree on an 
“interim” mutual tariff re¬ 
duction between Austria and 
the Common Market of 30 per 
cent. Such a preferential 
customs agreement would 
correspond to the rules of the 
world trade agreement, 
GATT, only if it were ex¬ 
pressly made with a view to a 
future customs union or free 
trade zone. 

Customs union or free trade 
zone—that is now a decisive 
question tor Austria. The 
Austrians, and probably also 
the Swiss, would prefer a free- 
trade area which would give 
them greater independence 
from the EEC. The Swedes 
in view of their close eco¬ 
nomic links to the other 
Scandinavian countries, are 
not so much set on a free 
trade area. They might also 
consider a customs union. 

Generally, the situation of 
Sweden differs to some extent 
from that of Switzerland and 
Austria because Swedish 
neutrality rests on no law or 
international treaty, but 
merely on the will of the 
Swedish government. Sweden 
could therefor* even join the 


Common Market as fun 
member if it wished, though 
the question then could be 
raised how far Swedish neu¬ 
trality still exists. 

For Austria and Switzerland 
a purely economic agreement 
is the aim. For Austria it is 
to be reached in two stages, 
an interim and a final agree¬ 
ment. There is also general 
consensus in the neutral coun¬ 
tries that an agreement be¬ 
tween Britain and the Com¬ 
mon Market Is a precondition. 
If Britain joins the Common 
Market as a full member then 
the European Free Trade 
Area (EFTA) ceases to exist. 
Unless the neutral EFTA 
members, including Austria in 
such a case, come to an 
agreement with the Common 
Market, the industrial tariffs 
between the EFTA countries 
which have been abolished 
would have to be reintro¬ 
duced. That would be a blow 
to their trade. 

If Britain’s negotiations 
with the EEC fail, then a new 
situation arises. But it is not 
possible for the other EFTA 
countries to wait until the 
British question has been 
decided one way or the other. 
This is why parallel negotia¬ 
tions are unavoidable. 

It remains to be seen how 
far the EEC Commission, 
which until now has preferred 
the idea of a customs union 
with the neutral countries to 
a free trade zone without a 
common tariff wall, is ready 
to make concessions. In 
Austria It Is thought that 
neither the EEC sense of 
tidiness nor the commission's 
desire not to create prece¬ 
dents should stand in the way 
of a liberal agreement with 
the neutrals.

When the Drunk 
Is Not a Criminal 


From the Ottawa Journal 


Last year in Ottawa there 
were 2,548 arrests tor drunk¬ 
enness. If such arrests "cure” 
anyone, or deter them from 
offending again, it would be a 
rare event. Most of those 
arrested are chronic drinkers, 
and repeaters. They clog 
provincial court and impede 
more important business. 
They fill our jails. 

Drunk and driving or drunk 
and fighting are and should be 
punishable by law. But the 
mere act of being drunk in a 
public place is a medical and 
social problem, not a criminal 
offence. We tend to agree 
with the report prepared for 
the Canadian Criminology and 
Corrections Association, 
which urges repeal of all laws 
which make public intoxica¬ 
tion an offence. 

The report would replace 
Jail “drunk tanks” with 
"detoxication centres” under 
health and welfare rather 
than police authorities. A 
public drunk might be 
detained in one for a maxi¬ 
mum of 24 hours; after that 
he might be allowed to go 
home, or be released Into the 
oare of a friend. The centre's 
approach would be treatment, 
not punishment 


The idea is excellent in 
theory. 

But if drunkenness ceases 
to be an offence, what right 
has anyone to commit some¬ 
one else to s detoxication 
centre, to be held as long as 
24 hours? Might a doctor or 
social worker decide on his 
own that a person is drunk 
and to be held for treatment? 
Is habeas corpus out of 
fashion? 

If anyone argues that a 
drinker with a problem might 
well be detained "for his own 
good,” let him remember that 
there are stringent legal 
requirements to be met be¬ 
fore a person can be com¬ 
mitted to a mental Institution. 
It would be contrary to any 
concept of civil liberty to 
bypass the courts and have 
people detained by fiat in a 
treatment centre. 

Might the drunks be com¬ 
mitted to a centre by a judge? 
But drunkenness was to be 
eliminated as an offence. How 
can a man who .has com¬ 
mitted no offence be made to 
appear before a judge? 

Someone might ponder 
these questions so reforms of 
this type can be instituted 
without Impinging on civil 
liberties.

The Western oil companies' 
decision to yield to suppliers’ 
demands for huge price in¬ 
creases shows the grip the

economies of many industrial¬ 
ized countries. 

Oil is the lifeblood of 
industry and though new 
sources are being developed 
in Northern Canada, Alaska 
and other areas by far the 
world’s largest supplies are in 


the Middle East and North 
Africa. 

The power of the big oil 
companies ,Co engage in secret 
bargaining with individual 
suppliers has been largely 
succeeded by the strength of 
the supplying countries nego¬ 


tiating through a single entity 
— the Organization of Pe¬ 
troleum Exporting Countries. 

The outcome of the pro¬ 
longed Tehran bargaining can 
be seen as a major victory 
for OPEC as well as for the 
shah of Iran, who held his 


first press conference in 12 
years to warn the West that 
the oil flow would be stopped 
if negotiations broke down 
If consumer countries tried 
to support the oil companies' 
reticence to pay, he said 
there might be an open 


challenge between "economic 
imperialists or neo-oolonial- 
ists” and the developing coun¬ 
tries. 

The shah probably was well 
aware that in that embarras¬ 
sing context, many Western 
countries would shy away 


from appearing to wield the 
big club over the “have-nots." 
especially when there is much 
world talk that wealthy coun¬ 
tries are not doing enough to 
assist impoverished and 
underdeveloped regions. 

A question may arise as to 


whether, in agreeing to pay 
an extra 510 billion to Persian 
Gulf states over the next five 
years, the oil companies are 
contributing to the welfare of 
the local people or to the 
pockets of the ruling families. 

Another aspect is the use 
Western countries make of oil 
to produce huge tax revenues. 
As one Tehran newspaper 
pointed out, while many oil 
countries get no more than 51 
for each barrel of crude, "the 
European consumer is often 
paying as much as 514 for the 
same.’’

Public’s Verdict 
Awaits Outcome

The Nixon administration is gratified by the 
relatively mild reaction in the United States to the 
allied drive into Laos, contrasting sharply with the 
bitter denunciations of and demonstrations last spring 
against file Cambodian incursion. 


Some officials, however, 
view the change with mixed 
emotions. They naturally like 
to see the allied effort in Indo- 
China receive what appears 
to be overwhelming public 
backing. But they are aware 
that much of this support is 
based upon complacency and 
would back&e on the presi¬ 
dent if things took a turn for 
the worse. 

In other words, they con¬ 
sider public apathy somewhat 
less than a solid base for 
confident official action. 

The lack of any olficial 
claims here as to what may 
be achieved by the assault on 
the Ho Chi Minh trail in Laos, 
supported by heavy American 
air attacks, reflects uncer¬ 
tainty as to the level of 
success that may be 
achieved.

The effort by South Viet¬ 
namese troops to disrupt 
Hanoi’s supply line southward 
until the dry season ends 
around May 1 makes sense 
from a military standpoint. It 
also makes sense, if success¬ 
ful, from the standpoint of 
withdrawing more U.S. troops 
— at least over the short 
range. 

Whether it Is going to prove 
to have been a wise inove 
from the standpoint of achiev¬ 
ing peace and stability In 
Southeast Asia is another 
matter. South Vietnam's vice- 
president, Nguyen Ky. has 
voiced doubts on this score. 

He said the South Viet¬ 
namese had found It difficult, 
once they invaded Cambodia, 
to pull out of the country. And 
he expressed the opinion this 
might well prove to be the 
case In the Laotian pan¬ 
handle. 

it it it 

Ky’s conclusion was that 
the Saigon government might 
ultimately find that virtually 
all the U S. troops had gone 
home and left South Vietnam 
with a war on three fronts. 

In any event, the allies now 
find themselves fighting a 
war in three countries, when 
a year ago they were fighting 
in only one. 

If the South Vietnamese 
really deal a crippling blow to 
the Ho Chi Minh supply Hue In 
Laos, It will be a major 
setback for the 40.000 Hanoi 
troops farther south In Cam¬ 
bodia who are engaged in re¬ 
establishing a new sanctuary 
along the South Vietnamese 
border just opposite Saigon. 

However, there, as In the 
Laotian panhandle, Saigon’s 
forces have not been able to 
come to grips with the 
enemy. 

That indicates Hanoi and 
the Viet Cong are planning to 
horde their manpower for an 


offensive a year from now, at 
which time U.S. troops will 
have been reduced to about 
100,000, most of them non¬ 
combat supply and communi¬ 
cations outfits. 

If the Laotian operation 
fails to produce any great 
success and the South Viet¬ 
namese thrusts farther south 
into the new communist sanc¬ 
tuary in Cambodia fails to 
deal the enemy a major 
defeat, the situation a year 
from now could be somewhat 
more grim than anticipated. 

In this connection, the 
stroke suffered by Cambodian 
Premier Lon Nol worries 
officials in Washington more 
than they will admit publicly. 
If he is incapacitated for 
many months, the consider¬ 
able progress made in devel¬ 
oping the Cambodian army 
could come to a halt. 

Against this background, it 
Is understandable why nobody 
in Washington is making any 
unduly optimistic claims at 
the moment. 


France Courts 
Cynical NATO

Three months after the death of Charles de Gaulle, the 
French are back on speaking terms with NATO, including its 
military headquarters, and are actively negotiating to rejoin 
the vial NATO telecommunications system from which they 
withdrew in 1967. 

This delicate process of French disengagement from the 
anti-NATO dictate of de Gaulle has been watched by NATO 
diplomats with a mixture of cynicism, amusement and 
uralcome. It is a fair cry today from the situation five years 
ago when de Gaulle pushed his anti-NATO campaign to its 
dimax and ordered SHAPE headquarters out of Paris. 

T7»e most recent French step in realigning with NATO 
came in the form of an official visit by the chief of the 
French defence staff. Air Force Gen. Michael Fourquet. to 
the new supreme allied headquarters near Mons in Belgium 
at the end of January to confer with the American supreme 
allied commander, Gen. Andere Good pas ter. It was the first 
such meeting since well before SHAPE left Paris in April, 
1967. 

Not a great deal transpired between the two generals, but 
the significance of the visit, according to NATO diplomats, 
lies in the fact that it has served as an opener, or a seal of 
approval, for closer and more regular consultation and 
collaboration between the French military and NATO 
military. 

As practical evidence of the trend, the French navy Is 
taking full part in a Mediterranean naval exercise under 
NATO’S Iberland (Iberian-Atlantic) headquarters in Lisbon, 
and French aircraft are collaborating constantly with the 
recently instituted NATO combiMd aerial reconnaisance of 
Soviet fleet movements in the Mediterranean.

Given the long history 
of the Vietnam war, it 
would be foolhardy to 
characterize the current 
straggle a s tr i d e the 
Laotian border at the 
climatic final battle.

While casualties have been 
few thus far, everyone be¬ 
lieves this is only the begin¬ 
ning. Even when the troops 
started moving Jan. 30, it was 
a common belief that the 
operation would last through 
April. 

The Vietnamese effort, 
comprising some 20,000 men 
at the outset, is commanded 
by wily Gen. Hoang Xuan 
Lam, a cautious but able 
soldier who frequently hedges 
his bets by calling in an 
astrologer to insure that the 
signs are asupicious. 

Lam’s original force has 
already been reinforced and 
will likely need more men to 
accomplish its objectives.

The battlefield blueprint 
was carefully tailored by the 
Vietnamese joint general staff 
and by the headquarters of 
U.S. Gen. Creighton Abrams. 
The ambitious undertaking 
taxed the resorces of both 
countries. 

The precise details are 
naturally secret. However, 
the outline is known and the 
objective is apparent — to 
knife into Laos and so disrupt 
the Ho Chi Minh trail for the 
next three months so that 
Hanoi will be forced to 
reshape its entire war plan.

A1 ready, helicopter-borne 
South Vietnamese forces are 
far in advance of the ground 
thrust. Airborne Vietnanese 
troopers now occupy the 
commanding heights around 
the central town erf Tchepone, 
the onetime stronghold hous¬ 
ing the North Vietnamese 
regional headquarters. 

Sitting on a highland pla¬ 
teau.

On a more ominous note, 
Tchepone resemble* the old 
site of Dlen Blen Phu where 
Hanoi’s skillful and dogged 
Gen. Vo Nguyen Glap won the 
climactic victory over France 
that ended phase 1 of the lndo- 
China war. 

Some American Intelligence 
indicates that Glap is once 
again personally directing the 
current battle, most likely 
from his defence ministry 
headquarters in Hanoi, but 
possibly nearer the battle¬ 
field. At his immediate dis¬ 
posal are at least nine crack 
regiments, the equivalent of 
mere than two divisions. 

The American force In¬ 
cludes soldiers from the 101st 
Airoone Division, the 5 th

Mechanized Division and the 
Americal Division. 

The moral of these troops 
shows some of the complexi¬ 
ties of the Vietnam war in its 
present stage, with tne 
Americans probably partici¬ 
pating in their last major 
combat sweep before the time 
in May when their “combat 
role” is scheduled to end. 

They have all heard Presi¬ 
dent Nixon’s pronouncement 
that no ground combat troops 
would be used In Laos. One 
young infantryman named 
O'Leary, said, “I wouldn’t 
cross that border if they put 
a gun an my back.”

VANCOUVER (CP) — Mr. 
Justice Kirke Smith of the 
British Columbia Supreme 
Court Monday granted 
custody of two teenage girls 
to their foster parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Mark Mosher of 
Port Albemi. 

The Moshers were awarded 
custody o f Maxine Ruth 
Poppe, 15, and her 16-year-old 
sister, Trudy Dianne, follow¬ 
ing an action in which the 
girls* mother, Audrey Inkster 
of Coquitlam, had sought to 
regain custody. 


A major strike or lockout in 
B.C.'s trucking industry ap¬ 
pears to be out of the 
question — for the next few 
days, at least — as the result 
of developments Monday. 

Sen- Ed Lawson, president 
of the Teamsters* Union Joint 
Council in B.C., told the 
Colonist from Vancouver that 
one of four companies where 
strike votes had been held, 
signed a new agreement 
during the day. 

“We consider we are free to 
strike after midnight 
Monday) but no strike has 
been called,’’ Lawson said. 

The term of government 
mediation officer Ed Sims 
ended at midnight. 

The dispute between the 
Teamsters and the Auto¬ 
motive Transport Association, 
representing 78 companies, 
involves some 3,500 union 
members. 

The ATA has said a strike 
against any member firm 
would lead to a lockout of the 
union by others. Strike votes 
so far have been confined to 
the mainland, but several 
Victoria companies could be 
affected by a lockout. 


The city and the rest of 
Vancouver Island, of course, 
would also be hard hit by a 
major strike on the mainland. 

Lawson said Pacific 
Cartage, where employees 
had voted to strike, signed a 
one-year agreement providing 
a 45-cent an hour wage 
increase an top of a base rate 
of 83.80. He said the agree¬ 
ment also includes a struck 
goods clause. 

The ATA had said eariler it 
would not agree to a “hot 
cargo” clause, but Lawson 
said hot cargo was not an 
issue and was, in fact, a 
misleading term put forward 
by the companies. 

He said the struck goods 
clause meant Teamsters 
wouldn’t have to drive trucks

He said a lookout couldn’t 
take place until 72 hours after 
notice was served and no 
such notice had yet been 
served. 

There was little prospect of 
an immediate strike, he said 
"as long as the companies 
are coming in pen in hand 
ready to sign.’’

A n g 1 o -F r e nch Concorde 
supersonic airliner has been 
grounded until mid-March be¬ 
cause of engine trouble, its 
chief British test pilot said 
Monday. 

Brian Trubshaw tokl a news 
conference that in a recent 
flight a small part of one of 
the aircraft's engines went

TEHRAN (UPI) — It took 
just 12 minutes to sign an 
agreement Sunday ending a 
27-day threat of an oil cutoff 
that would have had world 
wide repercussions. 

Ten mm signed the eight- 
page agreement at the 
Iranian finance ministry — 
five of them Persian Gulf oil 
or finance ministers and five 
of them western oil company 
executives. The multi-billion 
dollar agreement brings new 
riches and stability to Iran, 
Iraq, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Qatar and Abu Dhabi. 

It came only hours before a 
deadline that would have 
started a boycott by the oil- 
producing nations. 

The agreement coat the 23 
companies, 17 of them 
American-owned, a total of 
31.2 billion this year alone. By 
1975, when the agreement 
expires, the total cost will 
rise to 93 billion. 

Iran alone will receive 93.6

five years, Iran finance min¬ 
ister Jams hid Amuzegar said. 

In return for the cash 
outlay, the companies ob¬ 
tained pledges Che six oil-rich 
countries clustered in and 
around the Persian Gulf will 
not try to squeeze any more 
money from the companies 
until new negotiations after 
1975. 

The a 1 x countries also 
agreed to keep oil flowing 
even If another major oil 
producing country, for ex¬ 
ample, militant and unpre¬ 
dictable Libya or Algeria, 
cuts supplies for any reason. 
Both North African countries 
have threatened to do so 
unless they receive much 
more money. 

The two pledges of price 
and supply stability were the 
chief goals of the companies, 
whch already knew they could 
do nothing but meet Persian 
Gulf economic demands.

LONDON (UPI) - Rising 
costs, the problem that bank¬ 
rupted Rolls-Royce, is taking 
aim at another symbol of 
British tradition — Big Ben. 

The company in charge of 
maintaining the world famous 
clock for 110 years says It 
wants to negotiate a new 
contract with the department 
of environment for more 
money. 

E. Dent and Co., the Pall 
Mall clockmakers who in¬ 
stalled Big Ben in the tower 
of the houses of parliament In 
1858 and have held the 
maintenance contract since 
1861, says it will have to pay 
more money to find new men 
to watch over it. 

Although Big Ben now has 
electrical winding equipment, 
the full job of oiling and 
greasing its works requires 
an afternoon’s work for one 
man three days a week. 

To cover sickness, injury 
and holidays, Dent’s has to 
have three able men to do the 
job. 

“The whole thing turns on 
labor," a company spokesman 
said Sunday. 

"The retirement and death, 
of many of the men who 
trained from boys to look 
after these clocks has caused 
it. 

"It is extremely difficult to 
find young men prepared to 
train for the work. The old 
men were dedicated. If we 
can find men to do it, they 
may have to be paid big rates 
to make it worth their while.”

Buses, Not Freeways 


A proposal that the B.C. 
government support a heavily- 
subsidized public transport 
system instead of using its 
money o n freeways and 
bridges was outlined in the 
Legislature Monday by Alex 
Macdonald (NDP — Van¬ 
couver East). 

Maodonald suggested that 
the money to be spent lor a 
new crossing of First Nar¬ 
rows in Vancouver be used 
instead to support public 
transit Bus lares should be 
reduoed, be said, and the 
number of peases given out 


Instead of being run by B.C. 
Hydro, the .transit system 
should come under regional 
transit authorities and should 
be modernized by the addition 
of such methods of transport 
as mini-buses. Bus-only lanes 
should be provided on main 
streets and parking lots 
should he built on the edge of 
the large cities from which 
people oould get quick easy 
transit do w nto w n, Macdonald 
•aid. 

He accused the government 
of “starving public trans¬ 
portation” and by this en¬ 


couraging people to buy cars. 
Ths government is “oblivious 
to the real social costs of 
starving public transit,” ha 
said. i 

These costs, he Said, were 
pollution from the many cars 
on the streets, and need for 
more freeways to carry the 
cart, end increased deaths 
and Injuries from traffic 
accidents. 

Maodonald also put forward 
two suggestions he claimed 
would retain for the people of 
B.C land, the value of which 
has Increased because of 
government policies of zoning 
and road development, and 
would prevent aU the profits 
from such land from going to 
lend speculators. 

One suggestion was that the 
B.C. government establish a 
land bank whioh would have 
the power to acquire land 
cheaply and lense it out for a 
rental fee. The money taken 
in would return to the land 
bank, he said, to be used to 
buy more land. It would cost 
only about HO million to set 
up the fund, he said. 

His second suggestion was 


that there be no more secrecy 
attached to the ownership of 
companies buying land, espe¬ 
cially along highway routes. 
Such secrecy as presently 
surrounded the ownership of 
these companies was similar 
to that around Swiss bank 
accounts, hs said. 

Macdonald also expressed 
concern, as he has done In 
past sessions, about the

B.C. Air Fleet 4 Tin Cans’ 


A Soared backbencher 
called on the provincial gov¬ 
ernment Monday to “bring 
back” the controversial Lear 
jet and "scrap the tin cans” 
that comprise the B.C. air 
fleet. 

George Mussallem (SC— 
Dewdney), who told the 
House be has piloted small 
private planes for the past 35 
years, said he wouldn’t step 
into the door of one of the 
government’s propeller-driven 
craft to fly to Calgary. 

If one of the two engines 
failed, Mussallem said, the 
aircraft wouldn’t have enough 


power to fly over the moun¬ 
tains. He also charged the 
government planes aren't safe 

except in clear and sunny 
weather. 

Mussallem said the prov¬ 
ince should get another jet 
like the Lear which was 
acquired cm a lease basis by 
Rehabilitation Minister Philip 
Gaglardi while he was high¬ 
ways minister and which was 
one of the factors which 
forced hig resignation from 
that portfolio in 1968. 

The provincial government 
presently uses four planes to 
transport civil servant*. Two 


are Beechcraft 18 Expediters, 
one Is a turboprop Beech- 
craft, and the fourth Is a 
turboprop Goose. A fifth 
plane, a , f loat-equipped 
Beaver stationed at Kam¬ 
loops, Is also occasionally 
used. 

Mussallem, who it a car 
dealer, praised the govern¬ 
ment for Introducing legisla¬ 
tion which makes it an 
offence to tamper with odo¬ 
meters on used cars. He said 
it has been a help to 
customers and dealers now 
virtually ensures that mileage 


registered is a fair indication 
of the value of a car. 

Mussallem went on to urge 
a new law which would 
require all reportable acci¬ 
dents to be registered to a 
car so that anyone who later 
purchased the vehicle would 
know Its record. He said some 
people now make money by 
buying cars which are “to¬ 
talled’’ in accidents and re¬ 
selling them after they have 
been “patched up and 
painted” but underneath still

wreck.”

B.C. Hydro should recon¬ 
sider its decision to eliminate 
the 50-cent Sunday and holi¬ 
day bus pass, Minister with¬ 
out Portfolio Mrs. Grace 
McCarthy told the Legislature 
Monday.

- 12 miles from 
the Canadian border on 
Georgia Strait — told a group 
of B.C. women visiting the 
refinery that chances of a 
major spill are remote and 
said he could "pretty well 
guarantee” n o permanent 
damage would result from a 
•pm. 

The group of 24 women 
presented Racine with a brief 
opposing shipment of Alaska 
oil by tanker down the west 
coast of B.C. and Vancouver 
Island to the' refinery. 

If a pipeline is built from 
the Alaska North Slope oil 
fields to Valdez, tankers 
would - take the oil from 
Valdez to Cherry Point 
through Juan de Fuca Strait. 

The manager of the S150 
million Cherry Point plant 
claimed the refinery port is in 
one of the world’s safest port 
areas because it is deep and 
has little traffic. He main¬ 
tained that Atlantic Richfield 
could not stop the flow of 
Alaska oil by tanker down 
B.C.’s west coast by itself 
because other oH companies 
with refiners further south 
than Cherry Point would use 
the route.

Sewell noted that there are 
no marine underwriters who 
will insure against the kind of 
oil spill that might occur If a 
120,000-t on tanker was 
wrecked. 

Atlantic Richfield is re¬ 
ported to have ordered three 
tankers of that size to begin 
moving oil from field" In the 
North Slope area of Alaska to 
the Washington refinery. 

Many oil-tanking companies 
escaped liability for damage 
caused by spills by making 
each of their tankers a 
separate limited company, 
Sewell said. If a serious spill 
then occurred, that tanker’s 
company would just be 
“wiped out,” he said. In some 
cases, he suggested, it was 
never possible to find out who 
the actual owners of a tanker 
were. 

It was impossible to calcu¬ 
late the exact cost of cleaning 
up the sort of spill that might 
occur in the enclosed waters 
of Puget Sound or Juan de 
Fuca Strait, he said. 

But original claims in the 
Santa Barbara oil spill to¬ 
talled $3 billion, and In the 
British Torrey Canyon di¬ 
saster the cost of emulsifiers

ludicrous “for us to be considering a marine park 
in Georgia Strait only to have this threat” of giant 
oil tankers in the strait with the possibility erf oil 
spillage. 


to spread on the oil alone 
totalled more than S3 million, 
he commented. 

The federal government 
paid between-, $4 and 55 
million to clean up 20 miles of 
coastline after the Arrow 
sank in Chedabucto Bay, he 
noted, and if that spill had 
happened on the west coast, it 
probably would have been 
ncessary to clean up all 125 
miles of coastline damaged, 
raising the cost to between 
$25 and $30 million. 

If an oil spill did occur in 
American waters near Cherry 
Point, the coast would prob¬ 
ably be affected from Seattle 
to the northern part of 
Vancouver Island. Sewell 
said. It would be worse, he 
suggested, if oil were spilled 
near the Gulf of Georgia 
because there the water 
changes naturally only once a 
year. 

But, he added, the shipping 
of oil by tanker on the B.C. 
coast is “nothing new.” In 
1967, 83 million barrels of oil 
were shipped by tanker 


through Puget Sound and a 
large amount of bunker oil is 
shipped each year through 
Juan de Fuca Strait. - , 

He suggested that with this 
amount of oil shipping going 
on, oil spill prevention and 
protection would soon have t5 
be undertaken like fire pres 
vention -and protection. 

This, he said, would mean 
having equipment and pos¬ 
sibly men ready to cope with 
spills when they happen. 

John White, president of the 
Victoria branch of the Society 
for Pollution and Environ¬ 
mental Control, said he did 
not see how it would b$ 
possible to assess the cost of 
oil spills. Even when it was 
possible to count the cost of 
cleaning up the spill, he said, 
this didn’t take, into con¬ 
sideration the damage done to 
the ecology of the area. 

In some cases, he notei, 
cleaning up the oil spill 
actually did more damage to 
the environnlent than the spill 
did itself. 


If teachers strike for better 
pensions, they should be fired, 
according to Greater Victoria 
school trustee Peter Bunn.

“It is unprofessional con¬ 
duct for them to strike,” 
commented Bunn at a school 
board meeting.

Teachers throughout the 
province voted last fall to 
take strike action if it is 
decided that pension legisla¬ 
tion promised for the current 
session ii considered inade¬ 
quate.

The teachers have main¬ 
tained they are not getting a 
fair pension out of the money 
they have contributed to their 
own pension fund over the 
years, and which is admin¬ 
istered by the provincial 
government. 

Bunn was commenting on a 
letter received by the school 
board from the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Teachers’ Association 
asking for a meeting to 
discuss procedures in closing 
schools should strike action 
be taken. 

The board was told chair¬ 
man Allan McKinnon. Bunn 
and administrative staff had 
met representatives of the 
Greater Victoria Teachers’ 
Association, and had told 
them that if strike action is 
taken "the board will assume 
its responsibilities under the 
act.” 

The statement was made by 
McKinnon who did not en¬ 
large on if. 

Bunn said whiif he sympa¬ 
thized with the teachers and 
their frustration, he still did 
not think they could go on 
strike. 


"Teachers are in a very 
special position," he said. 
"They are extremely impor¬ 
tant people in our changing 
society and the example set 
by teachers at this time is of 
vital importance. 

“I think the vast majority 
of students do respect and 
look up to teachers, and it 
would be a great shame and a 
very poor situation if the 
teachers of this province were 
to strike.” 

Bunn said that- in his 
opinion if a teacher did go on 
strike and leave his students 
in the lurch he would be 
cancelling out his contract. 

Trustee Victor Roger* was 
also opposed to the idea of 
the proposed strike. Strikes, 
he said, have reached epi¬ 
demic proportions in the 
province. He suggested teach¬ 
ers should try to persuade the 
general public of the justice 
of their cause, and if they 
succeeded in doing thpt he 
felt the provincial government 
would do what the teachers 
were asking. 

Victoria Labor Qbuacij 


president Jack Groves, com¬ 
menting after the meeting on 
the remarks, said he felt 
teachers have as much right 
as anytone else to strike. 

"Anyone who has an in¬ 
justice done to him sliould be 
allowed to take whatever 
action is necessary to correct 
the injustice,” he said.

Universities ‘Sterile Failures’ 


The failure of universities 
today to be subversive, to 
question the very roots of 
society, was the mark of their 
failure to the community and 
their students, an overflow 
audience of 450 people was 
told at the University ol 
Victoria Monday. 

In a provocative talk to a 
mixed audience of students 
and older people; Sydney 
Harris, syndicated Chicago 
writer whose column appears 
in the Colonist, delivered a 
sweeping indictment of all 
American universities. , 

Universities were failing in 
their original purpose, Harris 
said. They should be acting as 
centres of independent, 
thought exhibiting vitality by 
involving faculty and students 
in continuing discussion on 
important subjects, but they 
weren’t. 




Instead there was a "shock¬ 
ing emphasis” on extra¬ 
curricular subjects, a rigidity 
in teaching methods which 
stifled originality and a pre¬ 
occupation with status and 
success. 

Instead of teaching students 
how to think, giving them 
important tfijngs to think 
about and then leaving them 
alone to choose their own 
methods of learning, the 
university today tried to be 
all things to all persons and 
ended up being nothing much 
of anything to anybody. 
Harris said. 

“This is' the reason for 
student rebellion,” said 
Harris. "Students are dis¬ 
turbed at the conventional¬ 
ism. the timidity and the 
sterility of the university and 
are crying out to be educated 
as people not as functions of 
education. 


They want guidance, at¬ 
tention, direction and concern 
and to get it they are creating 
an unholy fuss for a holy 
cause." 

Students, said Harris, were 
tired and bored with "false 

freedom." 

They were free to take any 
course they wished from the 
history of Western thought to 
Swiss bell ringing but. 
throughout the emphasis was 
placed on "give thefn a living 
after graduation" rather than 
turning them out whole men. 
integrated spiritually and 
academically. 

Parents pressed for an 
education which would make 
Johnny "just like me only 
more so” and Johnny was 
nauseated with the whole 
thing. 

Harris admitted that lie 
g[>oke in generalities but 




niade no apology for the fact 
that he was unable to des¬ 
cribe Just how the educational 
reformation could be brought 
about. 

Nonetheless, be said, the 
answers had to be found if 
the North American univer¬ 
sity educational system was 
not to become i In potent 
P a r a p hrasing Aristotle 
Harris said that one had to 
know where he was going 
before he went somewhere 
and what the university was 
failing to do was supply this 
objective. 

After his talk, the speaker’ 
curried on a brisk exchange 
with a group in the audience, 
some of whom identified 
themselves as adherents of 
the Socialist Party of Canada. 
He described Marxism a* 
a Christian heresy” with a 
power base instead of a 
spiritual foundation.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Consumer advocates Monday 
called on Two U.S. govern¬ 
ment agencies to clamp down 
on food advertising, especially 
television commercials aimed 
at children. 

Ralph Nader filed a com¬ 
plaint with the Federal Trade 
Commission charging Wonder 
Bread advertising falsely Im¬ 
plied the product was more 
nutritious than other bread. 

Robert Choate called for a 
strict code regulating tele¬ 
vision food commercials di¬ 
rected toward children. 

Nader has been a promi¬ 
nent consumer advooate since 
his book Unsafe At Any Speed 
scored the car manufacturing 
industry several years ago. 

Choate gained widespread 
notice with congressional 
testimony last year that 
many dry cereals were nutri¬ 
tionally worthless. 

"At a time when poor 
nutrition and poverty are 
enormous problems in the 
United States, it is of crucial 
importance that advertising, 
especially food advertising, 
contribute toward improving, 
not worsening the situation. 
.. .” Nader said. 

"Advertising directed at 
children, who are more vul¬ 
nerable to deceptive adver¬ 
tising and moat in need of a 
good diet, should come under 
the closest scrutiny,” Nader 


wrote Miles Kirkpatrick, 
chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission. 

As to Wonder Bread. Nader 
said the advertising was 
"characterized by repeated 
references to nutrients, 
which, together with other 
means, imply to the public 
that Wonder Bread is a 
singularly enriched white 
bread. Those who are con¬ 
vinced by this advertising end 
up paying premium prices for 
an ordinary product.” 

Furthermore, Nader con¬ 
tinued, Wonder’* slogan 
"Helps build strong bodies 13 
ways” was deceptive because 
only five nutrients were 
added to the bread. Also, he 
said, the Food and Drug 
Administration required that 
ail wite bread contain es¬ 
sentially the same nutrients. 

Choate testified at 9 meet¬ 
ing of the citizens board of 
inquiry into hunger and mal¬ 
nutrition. Speaking for the 
council on children media and 
merchandising, he said. "We 
challenge the food and broad¬ 
casting industries to adopt a 
code which would regulate 
their advertising practices.”

In my younger day*, the fortune* of 
business caused me to be transferred 
for a period of duty in Saskatchewan, 
and while at first we felt as if we were 
being exiled to Siberia, actually my wife 
and I enjoyed our stay in prairie 
country. 


For one thing, the folks were so 
outgoing and friendly — we were on a 
first-name basis with the neighbours 
within a week. And while the sub-zero 
winters were hard to take and the 
growing season very short, the heavy 
prairie soil was incredibly fertile; my 
wife still insists that the vegetables 
from our Regina garden were the 
tastiest we ever grew. What we missed 
moat, though, were the trees, and I 
vowed I would plant trees until they 
were coming out my ear* if and when 
we ever got back to B.C. 


blossoming period of most trees is very 
short while the foliage is with you 
throughout the gfowing season, and the 
architectural form can delight the eye 
the whole year round. 

There are four basic shapes in trees. 
The standard tree is one with a single 
trunk and a spreading head. A bush 
tree forks at or near the ground level, 
with two or more main stems. The 
fastigiate or columnar tree is slim, with 
upraised branches, and of course the 
weeping tree is a drooper. 


A lack of trees makes commonplace 
and dull a plot which would otherwise 
acquire graoe and beauty, yet the 
misuse of trees has mined many a 
promising scene. The worst form of 
misuse is, of course, the common fault 
of overcrowding, which leads inevitably 
to the day w hen a lovely tree must be 
mutilated with pruning shears and saw. 


In choosing trees for your garden, it 
is wise to keep in mind the architec¬ 
tural form or shape of the tree, the 
attractiveness of its foliage and the 
happy effect of its shadow pattern on 
the lawn. These points are really more 
important than the blossoms, for the 


The standard and bush trees take up 
the most room, although a graceful 
three-stemmed birch can be fitted into 
a pretty small garden. The fastigiate 
tree is ideal for the garden of limited 
area, for it is slim for its height, 
requiring very little elbow room, and 
always giving an interesting archi¬ 
tectural efWfct. Too many of them, 
though, make for a sombre, funereal 
effect; this goes for the weepers too — 
it ig easy to overdo it. 

Fastigiate trees immediately bring 
to mind the conifers and, as these are 
green all year round, they play an 
important part in garden design. 
Fletcher’s and Elwood’s cypress are 
probably the best known and both are 
grand trees, although I have some 
slight preference for a cousin called 
Chamaecyparia lawsoniana erects 
viridis. The Irish juniper is another 
superb columnar tree. 

There are plenty of columnar trees 


which are NOT conifers, of course. One 
only has to think of the Lombardy 
poplar, although poplars are definitely 
NOT for the small garden — their root* 
are terribly invasive. 

The best of the fastigiate*. tor my 
money, is a lovely Japanese cherry 
called Amanagowa, making a slim 
pillar of blush pink blossoms in spring. 
Not so often seen as the fastigiate 
hawthorn, Crataegus monogyna strict*, 
a fast-growing pillar tree and a 
particularly happy choice for a very 
small garden. Strathmore and Van 
Eseltlne are flowering crabapples with 
a columnar habit of growth. 


We haw more weeping trees than 
you can shake a stick at, and the most 
commonly planted is the weeping 
willow. I am probably prejudiced, but I 
have never been able to warm up to 
this tree — the thing reminds me too 
much of cemeteries. The weeping 
birches are better, particularly the cut- 
leaf variety which gives a lacy, graceful 
effect. The weeping Silver Lime (Tllia) 
is probably the most beautiful of all the 
larger kinds. 

For a smaller weeping tree, my 
choice again would be from the family 
of Japanese flowering cherries, particu¬ 
larly Shidare Sakura which bears double 
rose-pink blossoms in spring. An 
uncommon small weeper which wears a 
crinoline of scarlet beads in autumn is 
Cotoneaster hybrida penduia — actually 
a shrub, but trained in the form of a 
small weeping tree.

Winning Contract 


By HOWARD and BEE SCHKNKKN 


When you have to 
take a position con¬ 
cerning the play of the 
trump suit, you can 
frequently gain a clue 
by studying the bidding 
or by taking a close 
look at the way your 
opponents are defend¬ 
ing the hand. 

Let’s say West 
leads the king of 
hearts, overtaken by 
East who returns the 
eight of the suit, which 
you ruff. 

You lead a trump to 
the king and a trump 
hack, East playing low. 

Undoubtedly you now 
have a very close 
decision t a take: do 
you finesse the ten, or Opeaiag lead: king of hearts* 
play for the drop? 

The bidding has made it very plain that West holds a 
string of hearts, and it is easily possible for him to have a 
singleton trump. On the other hand, it is almost equally 
possible for him to have the J-x of trumps. 

You can improve your chances of taking the winning 
position by observing the method of defence that West has 
chosen to follow. It seems certain that West held seven 
hearts originally, and therefore his hand-pattern is 
probably 7-3-2-1, which is by far the most commonest 
pattern for any hand that contains a seven-card suit. 

In Xhis case, if he had a singleton in either dia¬ 
monds or clubs, he would almost certainly have led 
• it. Therefore his singleton is most likely to lie in 
spades. Accordingly, you can finesse the ten with 
every expectation that it will hold the trick.

Witness Smoked Pot 


NANAIMO — A witness to an Oct 24 Boat 
Harbor shooting said under cross-examination 
Monday that he had been smoking marijuana early 
in the night that 32-year-old Klaus Prufer was shot 
to death. 

Greg Wallace was testifying in Supreme Court 
in the non-capital murder trial of Francis Wayne 
Oliver, 21, and Geoffrey Ronald Oram, 24, both of 
no fixed address. 

Under questioning by Oram’s lawyer, J. F. 
Harrop of Vancouver, Wallace said he had been 
smoking marijuana early in the evening of Oct. 23. 

Wallace said the effect had worn off by the 
time he went down to the float at Boat Harbor to 
bail out his boat about 12:30 a.m. Oct. 24. 

He had earlier testified his dog alerted him to 
the presence of someone on the dock, and when he 
went to investigate he was forced backwards down 
the float with a shotgun held to his chest, then his 
face. ^ 

“T don’t think they said anything. They just 
started to force me down the dock," he said. 

He said it was very dark but that he could 
make out that the man holding the gun was taller 
than the other man. 

He said another man came into view while he 
sat on the box and was gunned down almost 
immediately. 

Prufer died of a shotgun blast to the chest as 
he alighted from his sail boat, the Pamina, to 
investigate a noise on the wharf where he was 
moored. 

“I suggest to you that there is doubt in your 
mind that this (Oram) is the man who fired the 
shot that night,” said Oram’s lawyer. 

"Absolutely,” replied Wallace. “I can not say 
definitely that it was this man who fired the shot. 

“It looks like him, but I cannot say for sure,” 
Wallace said. 

After Prufer was shot, Wallace said he dove 
over the side of his boat and swam to shore to call 
police. 

Staff Sgt. N. P. Schimmel of the Vancouver 
crime detection laboratory testified that a spent 
cartridge found on the float at Boat Harbor had 
come from a shotgun found under a pile of leaves 
at a lane near Duncan. 

The trial continues.

Two young Esquimau 
youths, who notified the offi¬ 
cial rescue people after a 
boat overturned Sunday morn¬ 
ing, couldn't wait and started 
their own unofficial rescue 
service, ending a half-hour 
ordeal tor two men and two 
boys. 

Esquimau police Monday 
identified the rescuers as 
Tom Bates, 15. of 466 Sturdee, 
and Rick Crothers, 19, of 481 
Sturdee, and the four people 
they saved was Richard 
Garter, 43, of 921 Alexander, 
his son Richard, 10, and 
brothers Wayne Millar, 22 of 
703 Esquimau, and Allan 
Millar, 15, of 1026 Dunamuir. 

Police and Tom's father W. 
H. Bates told this story: 

The Carters and Millars 
went fishing off Saxe Point in 
a 15-toot outboard motorboat 
owned by the brothers’ father, 
M. hs. Millar. They took along 
two motors, using a five 
horsepower one until the 
water became too roughs 


They decided to go back to 
shore, but the other motor (50 
horsepower) wouldn't! work 
and the smaller one seized. 
After a few minutes, the boat 
was upset by water coming 
over the stem. 

The Millars and young 
Carter stayed on the bow 
while Carter held on to the 
craft. The water was cold and 
rough and the boat's life¬ 
jackets had been washed 
away. 

Young Bates was down on 
the beach in the area north of 
Saxe Point when he heard 
cries for help and saw the 
boat and the four clinging to 
it 

He ran home — four doors 
from the beach — to phone 
Pacific Rescue Centre. Others 
in the area notified the navy 
artd the B.C. Pilotage. 

Young Bates then ran to 
Crothers’ home, about half a 
block from the beach, and he 
and Crothers carried the 
latter’s 10-foot motorboat to 
the beach. Tom also got the 


engine from his father’s boat 
and Bates made sure they 
had lifejackets. 

“I told him not to get too 
excited and go slow," Bates 
said Monday. ‘‘But they were 
going so fast . . 

Out on the water, the boys 
calmly went 1,000 yards 
straight to the trouble scene 
and got the Carters and 
Millars into their small craft. 

Bates said Tom told him 
the Carter boy was so cold he 
couldn't talk and had to be 
lifted into the rescue vessel. 
He said Carter, Sr., told him 
he couldn't have held on 
much longer. 

Bates and others were on 
the beach to help the frozen 
four to shore. The Carters 
and Miliars were in the water 
about 30 minutes from shortly 
after 10 a.m. After treatment 
at St. Joseph's Hospital for 
exposure and shock, they 
were sent home by 2 p.m. 

Bates and Crothers are to 
be personaly commended by 
Esquimatt council.

Judge William Ostier de¬ 
cided Monday in Victoria Pro¬ 
vincial Court to ignore a 20- 
year-oki White Rock man’s 
remark that "this is a 
kangaroo court.” but warned 
him a repetition of the 
contemptuous remark would 
mean "you will be committed 
to jail." 

The remark was made by 
Beau Charles Letroy,' who 
appeared to face trial on a 
two-count charge of theft and 
possession of stolen goods 
involving less than 350 last 
December in Esquimau.

When it came time 
for Letroy to question the 
witness, he made his "kanga¬ 
roo court" remark instead. 

The judge then voiced a 
contempt warning but said he 
would ignore the remark 
"because erf your youth and 
inexperience." When Letroy 
continued to insist Donaldson 
was his lawyer, Ostler or- 
dered an adjournment so 
Donaldson oould be contacted. 

Court resumed 20 minutes 
later with Donaldson present 
and saying he had been 
"partially retained four 
minutes ago." he asked for a 
remained so he could start 
work on the case, and the 
trial was set for March 12. 

"It’s astonishing the 
amount of abuse courts have 
to take," tiie judge said, 
telling Donaldson he would be 
able to ignore the remark 
when the trial was held but 
would move it to another 
court if Donaldson wanted.

Effects Gone, Court Told 


Witness Smoked Pot 


NANAIMO — A witness to an Oct 24 Boat 
Harbor shooting said under cross-examination 
Monday that he had been smoking marijuana early 
in the night that 32-year-old Klaus Prufer was shot 
to death. 

Greg Wallace was testifying in Supreme Court 
in the non-capital murder trial of Francis Wayne 
Oliver, 21, and Geoffrey Ronald Oram, 24, both of 
no fixed address. 

Under questioning by Oram’s lawyer, J. F. 
Harrop of Vancouver, Wallace said he had been 
smoking marijuana early in the evening of Qct. 23. 

Wallace said the effect had worn off by the 
time he went down to the float at Boat Harbor to 
ball out his boat about 12:30 a.m. Oct. 24. 

He had earlier testified his dog alerted him to 
the presence of someone on the dock, and when he 
went to investigate he was forced backwards down 
the float with a shotgun held to his chest, then his 
face. 

“I don’t think they said anything. They just 
started to force me down the dock,” he said. 

He said it was very dark but that he could 


make out that the man holding the gun was taller 
than the other man. 

He said another man came into view while he 
sat on the box and was gunned down almost 
immediately. 

Prufer died of a shotgun blast to the chest as 
he alighted from his sail boat, the Pamina, to 
investigate a noise on the wharf where he was 
moored. 

“I suggest to you that there is doubt in your 
mind that this (Oram) is the man who fired the 
shot that night,” said Oram’s lawyer. 

“Absolutely,” replied Wallace. “I can not say 
definitely that it was this man who fired the shot. 

“It looks like him, but I cannot say for sure,” 
Wallace said. 

After Prufer was shot, Wallace said he dove 
over the side of his boat and swam to shore to call 
police. 

Staff Sgt. N. P. Schimmel of the Vancouver 
crime detection laboratory testified that a spent 
cartridge found on the float at Boat Harbor had 
come from a shotgun found under a pile of leaves 
at a lane near Duncan. 

The trial continues.

Consumer Takes Reins 
For Family 9 s Welfare

MAPLE BAY — House¬ 
wives have a major role to 
play in protecting the en¬ 
vironment, a Maple Bay 
housewife believe*. 

Mr*. Jackie Horn say* 
growing concern tor her 
family'* health ha* led her to 
adopt many safeguards. 

“One thing the homemaker 
should remember Is that the 
consumer ha* far more con¬ 
trol over the products which 
are on the market than is 
generally believed,” Mr*. 
Horn said. 

Candy Missed 

Since she first became 
Interested in pollution control. 
Mrs. Horn ha* stopped buying 
white bread, white sugar, 
white flour, candy and soda 
pop completely. 


“The children complained 
bitterly about the sandy —. 
but the dental bill* have since 
gone down considerably,” she 
said. 

“It is hard to realize that 
many children now think that 
vegetables and to some extent 
fruit, come out of cans,” Mrs. 
Horn continued. 

“I serve my family only 
fresh fruit and vegetables, 
although they must' be 
thoroughly scrubbed to re¬ 
move all traces of the chem¬ 
ical fertilizers. 

"Ideally, one should try to 
plant a small garden, both for 
the added health and the 
enjoyment of seeing what one 
can grow.” 

Label Checked 

When buying prepared 
foods, Mrs. Horn checks the 
label, rejecting any item 


whose contents she is not sure 
of. "It is difficult to escape 
additives completely, but one 
can eliminate many by simply 
reading the labels carefully.” 

She Is trying to share her 
attitude on conservation with 
her three daughters. 

"The children bring home 
their lunch bags from school 
every day so they can be re¬ 
used. They are taught to use 
things until they cann^ pos¬ 
sibly be re-used. We sentiLaH 
their outgrown clothes to 
Goodwill, for example.” 


Electricity 

Electricity is another major 
issue in Mrs. Horn's cam¬ 
paign. 

"When one becomes aware 
of electricity, it is amazing 
the number of non-necessities 
which we have that use 


electricity,” such as electric 
toothbrushes, can-openers and 
dishwashers. 

Another area is cars. ”W« 
have formed a car pool here 
in Maple Bay for getting into 
town. This is both less 
polluting and more econo¬ 
mical. 

Endless List 

“The list is almost end¬ 
less,” she concluded. “The 
homemaker can do everything 
from avoiding colored 
Kleenex and toilet paper 
whose dye does not disinte¬ 
grate, to using only pure soap 
for household use, to pressing 
for better methods for re¬ 
cycling garbage. 

"The point is that it is not 
the immediate significance of 
each act which is important, 
but rather the over-all effect 
which is vital.”

COURTENAY — Door-to- 
door mail delivery is on its 
way to Courtenay. 

The service, scheduled to 
begin last year but postponed 
by an economy move, will 
start May 10, according to R. 
F. Reid. B.C. and Yukon 
postal district director. 

Delivery will also cover 
Cbmox, including the dike 
road and Indian reserve, the 
area between the two muni¬ 
cipalities, Bradiwood s u b- 
division on the north. Fraser 
Road on the south and 
Willemar Road on the west. 

Nine letter carriers and 
three motorized routes will be 
used to provide service for 
about 3,500 residential and 
business addresses, Courtenay 
postmaster William Bailey 
said Monday. The motorized 
routes will be in Comax. 

Postmen will start deliver¬ 
ing specific instructions to 
householder and businesses 
this week. A folder to outline 
the service and instruct the 
householder on the changes 
will also be put in the 
Courtenay poet office, Bailey 
said. 

The present lock-boxes will 
be removed and a new 16-foot 
assembly Installed with a new 
numbering system. 

The service will not affect 
Cumberland, which will con¬ 
tinue to operate with general 
delivery and the lock-box 
system. 


Hiring of nine postmen and 
two supervisory workers will 
begin immediately, the report 
indicates. 

"There will be no reduction 
in the inside staff of the post 
office,” Bailey said. He will 
be in charge of the new 
service as well as the present 


service. Starting salary for 
the pstmen will be $122.40 a 
week. 

"In addition, two sub-post 
offices will furiction, two in 
Oomox and one In Courtenay. 
These will be located in 
business premises to be an¬ 
nounced later,” Bailey said. 


In Comox both mail and 
parcels will be delivered to 
those eligible tor the door-to- 
door service, while in Courte¬ 
nay mail will be delivered on 
foot and special deliveries and 
parcels will be delivered by 
truck through a contract 
service. 


Fishermen Pursue 
Channel Renewal 


PORT ALBERNI — Port 
Albeml couneil expressed 
surprise Monday night when a 
group of fishermen brought 
out the fact that Robertson 
Creek spawning channel has 
remained idle for the past 
two years. 

Cornmer clal fishermen 
Elliot Cook, G. D. Morris and 
Reid Robinson wrote council 
urging it to back the fisher¬ 
men in efforts to have the 
spawning channel re-estab¬ 
lished. 

”We would like to point out 
to council the waste of federal 
money, loss of jobs, loss of 
fish to both commercial and 
sports fishermen and also 


potential loss of tourism if 
this spawning channel is 
permitted to remain idle," the 
fishermen’s letter said. 

The spawning channel orig¬ 
inally cost $256,000 in 1960 and 
contains 4.200 feet of spawn¬ 
ing beds 35 feet wide.

A Washington state official 
of Atlantic Richfield Oil Co. 
promised Monday that the 
company would provide com¬ 
pensation if any damage is 
done to B.C. property by oil 
spilled from an Atlantic Rich¬ 
field tanker. 

But a Victoria expert on oil 
spills, Norman Sewell, said in 
an interview Monday night it 
would be “virtually impos¬ 
sible” to proride compensa¬ 
tion for damage caused by 
the spill of a large tanker in 
enclosed waters. 

Jack Racine, manager of 
Atlantic Richfield’s refinery 
under construction at Cherry 
Point. Wash. — 12 miles from 
the Canadian border on 
Georgia Strait — told a group 
of B.C. women visiting the 
refinery that chances of a 
major spill are remote and 
said he could “pretty well 
guarantee” n o permanent 
damage would result from a 
spill. 

Tbe group of 24 women 
presented Racine with a brief 
opposing shipment of Alaska 
oil by tanker down the west 
coast of BC. and Vancouver 
Island to the refinery. 

If a pipeline is built from 
the Alaska North Slope oil 
fields to Valdez, tankers 
would take the oil from 
Valdez to Cherry Point 
through Juan de Fuca Strait. 

The manager of the $150 
million Cherry Point plant 
claimed the rifinery port is In 
one of the world's safest port 
areas because it is deep and 
has Httle traffic. He main¬ 
tained that Atlantic Richfield 
could not stop the flow of 
Alaska oil by tanker down 
B.C.'s west coast by itself 


because other oil companies 
with refiners further south 
than Cherry Point would use 
the route. 

Sewell, president of GBH. 
Cybernetics, Patents, and 
Processes*, a company which 
distrubutsi machines to com¬ 
bat oil spills, said that despite 
Racine’s pledge to compen¬ 
sate for damages, “they just 
aren't in a position to do it 
.. . nobody is.” He described 
the costs of cleaning up a 
major oil spill as “astrono¬ 
mical.” 

Sewell noted that there are 
no marine underwriters who 
will insure against the kind of 
oil spill that might occur if a 


120,000-t on tanker was 
wrecked. 

Atlantic Richfield is re¬ 
ported to have ordered three 
tankers of that size to begin 
moving oil from fields in the 
North Slope area of Alaska to 
the Washington refinery. 

If an oil spill did occur in 
American waters near Cherry 
Point, the coast would prob¬ 
ably be affected from Seattle 
to the northern part of 
Vancouver Island. Sewell 
said. It would be worse, he 
suggested, if oil were spilled 
near the Gulf of Georgia 
because there the water 
changes naturally only once a 
year. 


But, he added, the shipping 
of oil by tanker on the B.C. 
coast is “nothing new.” In 
1967, 83 million barrels of oil 
were shipped by tanker 
through Puget Sound and a 
large amount of bunker oil is 
shipped each year through 
Juan de Fuca Strait

He suggested that with this 
amount of oil shipping going 
on. oil spill prevention and 
protection would soon have to 
be undertaken like fire pre¬ 
vention and protection. 

This, he said, would mean 
having equipment and pos¬ 
sibly men ready to oope with 
spills when they happen.

Babies Quickly 
Learn to Swim 


By PAT MURPHY 

Take a small child and 
dunk him in a pool. Keep 
his head in the water and 
when his rear end comes 
to the surface, slap it 
smartly to keep his mind 
on his business. 

Child torture? 

Not a bit of it. I’ts a way to 
teach children (including 
babies as young as seven 
months) to survive in the 
water and to swim. 

Furthermore, the kids love 
it. And when the beaming 
parents watching from the 
sidelines see their darlings 
begin to react favorably to 
the somewhat cavalier treat¬ 
ment and disport themselves 
like water bugs, they too 
become enthusiastic. 

Some small children are 
what instructors call "water 
babies." They take to the 
water like little seals and are 
perfectly at home from first 
immersion. 

Others take longer but none 
of them, if they can be 
reached within the first year 
or so. shows true fear of the 
water. They aren't full of 
inhibitions. The terror of 
strangling, suffocating and 
drowning which besets the 
adult doesn’t bother the young 
learner. He Just takes the 
new element as It comes 
without any preconceived 
Ideas. 

"Sure, they cry and fuss," 
says swimming instructor 
Maggie Herweler, "but that's 
not fear. It’s a matter of 
‘accommodation.’ They don't 
particularly like being 
removed from their mothers 
and kept away from them 
during the lesson and, of 
course, the new element they 
enter is foreign." 

But they soon adjust — 
almost within minutes — and 
begin to enjoy the experience. 
The timbre of their crying 
changes to one of annoyance 
at the worst and many of 
them even gurgle with 
pleasure. 

Maggie and Susan Colgate, 
the young and pretty instruc¬ 
tors at the Pacific Swim 
School of Victoria Ltd., run a 


full course of instruction for 
learners of all ages at the 
brightly-colored bubble build¬ 
ing which contains a pool on 
1669 Pear Street adjacent to 
the Shelbourne Plaza Shop¬ 
ping centre. But they have a 
•oft spot for the small 
children. 

They say they never cease 
to be amazed at the hardiness 
and a daptability of the 
children and, while they are 
ever-present to guide, support 
and teach them, there is no 
coddling. The kids are 
handled firmly. 

The theory of teaching 
children to swim seems to 
have gone in a circle, say the 
Colgate girls. 

It started with the old stem 
father business. Daddy took 
his young son to the end of 
the wharf and threw him in 
with the stem admonition: 
"Sink or swim." 

Later, in a more permissive 
age, this attitude was 
regarded with horror. Sheer 
barbarism, it was called. 

Now, a bit of Daddy’s 
unbending severity seems to 
have crept back. 

"There is no tippy-toeing 
into the water. The child is 
dunked and, while he is 
watched and supported at all 
times, he is encouraged to get 
on with the business of 
floating and breathing while 
in the water and swimming." 
Susan says. 

The kids thrive on It." 

At first dunking, a child will 
take In water through his 
nostrils and splutter but after 
this takes place once or twice 
he almost automatically ad¬ 
justs and starts to breathe 
through his mouth, sealing his 
nose. He does not teem to 
forget this first important 
step. 

a child Is more buoyant 
than an adult. Put into the 
water he floats for a minute 
or so like a chip before he 
begins to sink. 

The youngster is taught at 
the Pacific Swim School to 
make use of this as part of 
survival training. And this is 
important because a child 
drowns easily, the Colgates 
point out a child of 14 months 
can asphyxiate in just seven 
seconds and if he can oe 
taught to remain afloat for 
even a few seconds longer it 


Transit Union Sources: 


Hydro Checked 
Before Strikes 


The recent bus strike in Victoria and Vancou¬ 
ver probably brought service cutbacks by B.C. Hydro 
sooner than they would have otherwise come, but 
was not the only reason for the cutbacks, Rowland 
Halls, Victoria transit manager, said Saturday. 


Sources from the Amalga¬ 
mated Transit Union said they 
suspected as early as last 
summer that cuts were 
coming because Hydro had 
been "paying special atten¬ 
tion" to some routes where 
business did not seem to be 
good. 

Halls said that in Victoria 
the late night service, in 
particular, had tfeen poorly 
patronized for a number of 
months, and consideration 
had been given to curtailing 
it. Under the new schedule to 
go into effect In March, buses 
on all routes will run once an 
hour after 6 p.m. 

Halls said that in all cases 
the drop-off in the number 
of people using the buses 
had come before the cuts in 
service. He denied suggestions 
that Hydro was cutting runs 
so as to get fewer people to 
ride the buses. 


"With increased costs and 
the lack of patronage, it’s 
pretty difficult for us to do 
anything but cut back ser¬ 
vice," he said. 

Earlier, Hydro chairman 
Gordon Shrum said it was 
possible service cutbacks 
could le&fl to a reduction of 
the bus-driving staff. 

Even if the staff isn't al¬ 
tered, overtime would be cut 
well back, union officials say. 

Overtime was an issue that 
one source said "got a real 
going over" during negotia¬ 
tion. 

Another union source said 
it was generally understood 
Hydro’s financial problems 
range far beyond the transit 
system and are really the pro¬ 
vincial government's prob¬ 
lems. 


could be the difference be¬ 
tween life and death. 

A child naturally holds his 
breath when he sinks under 
water and if he can be taught 
to do this and let his natural 
buoyancy keep him on the 
surface or bring him back up, 
it can be important, the 
instructors say. 

A child who knows even in 
a rudimentary way. how to 
handle himself in the water 
stands a chance of surviving 
until help reaches him. 

"Don’t forget," said the 
blonde, lissome Susan, "that 
the child does not fear the 
water and does not panic— 
and panic Is a killer in the 
water." 

Classes for children are not 
unique in Canada, says Susan, 
a Victoria girl who took a 
course in Toronto in the 
teaching of children. There 
are classes in Toronto but she 
knows of nowhere else in’ the 
country where they are held. 

The classes are small, 
about three children each who 
are accompanied by one or 
more parents, so that indivi¬ 
dual instruction can be given 
to each student. 

There is no slacking while 
the children are in the water; 
they are kept busy kicking 
and paddling but rests are 
frequent. 

When their turns come 
again some of the older ones 
(two and three) leap into the 
pool as though water was 
their natural element. 

How long does it take to 
teach a small child to swim? 

Well, says Maggie, that 
depends on age and adapt¬ 
ability and several other 
faotors but if the average 
youngster takes a half hour 
instruction weekly for a year 
he should be pretty comfor- 
rable in the water and able to 
navigate by himself. 

This doesn’t mean that he 
does not have to be watched 
— he is after all only a 
youngster — but he will have 
no fear of water and be 
happy and confident In it, 
Maggie says.

When all five officers were 
in the house, the suspects 
grabbed one of the deputy’s 
guns and disarmed the five 
officers, tied their hands 
behind them, herded them 
into their cars and drove over 
a dirt road into the desolate 
river area.

Jack Racine, manager 
Atlantic Richfield's refinery 
under construction at Cherry 
Point, Wash. — 12 miles from 
the Canadian border on 
Georgia Strait — told a group 
of B.C. women visiting the 
refinery that chances of a 
major spill are remote and 
said he could “pretty well 
guarantee" n o permanent 
damage would result from a 
spill. ' 

The group of 24 women 
presented Racine with a brief 
opposing shipment of Alaska 
oil by tanker down the west 
coast of B.C. and Vancouver 
Island to the refinery. 

If a pipeline is built from 
the Alaska North Slope oil 
fields to Valdez, tankers 
would take the oil from 
Valdez to Cherry Point 
through Juan de Fuca Strait. 

The manager of the $150 
million Cherry Point plant 
claimed the refinery port is in 
one of the world’s safest port 
areas because it is deep and 
has little traffic. He main¬ 
tained that Atlantic Richfield 
could not stop the flow of 
Alaska oil by tanker down 
B.C.’s west coast by itself 
because other oil companies 
with refiners further south 
than Cherry Point would use 
’ the route.

Sewell, president of C.B.H. 
Cybernetics, Patents, and 
Processess, a company which 
distrubutes machines to com¬ 
bat oil spills, said that despite 
Racine’s pledge to compen¬ 
sate for damages, "they just

He described 
the costs of cleaning up a 
^- v major oil spill as “astrono- 
of mical." 


Sewell noted that there are 
no marine underwriters who 
will insure against the kind of 
oil spill that might occur if a 
120,000-t on tanker was 
wrecked. 

Atlantic Richfield is re¬ 
ported to have ordered three 
tankers of that size to begin 
moving oil from fields in the 
North Slope area of Alaska to 
the Washington refinery. 

Many oil-tanking companies 
escaped liability for damage 
caused by spills by making 
each of their tankers a 
separate limited company, 
Sewell said. If a serious spill 
then occurred, that tanker's 
company would just be 
"wiped out,” he Skid. In some 
cases, he suggested, it was 
never possible to find out who 
the actual owners of a tanker 
were.

It was impossible to calcu¬ 
late the exact cost of cleaning 
up the sort of spill that might 
occur in the enclosed waters 
of Puget Sound or Juan de 
Fuca Strait, he said.

Saanich Joins Protest 

Saanich council voted Monday night to support 
a resolution made by the dty of New Westminster 
objecting to the establishment of an oil refinery at 
Cherry Point, Wash. 

Saanich Mayor Hugh Curtis said It seemed 
ludicrous “for us to be considering a marine park 
in Georgia Strait only to have this threat” of giant 
oil tankers in the strait with the possibility of oil 
spillage. 


to spread on the oil alone 
totalled more than $3 million, 
he commented. 

The federal government 
paid between $4 and $5 
million to clean up 20 miles of 
coastline after the Arrow 
sank in Chedabucto Bay, he 
noted, and if that spill had 
happened on the west coast, it 
probably would have been 
ncessary to clean up all 125 
miles of coastline damaged, 
raising the cost to -between 
$25 and $30 million. 

If an oil spill did occur in 
American waters near Cherry 
Point, the coast would prob¬ 
ably be affected from Seattle 
to the northern part of 
Vanoouver Island, Sewell 
said. It would be worse, he 
suggested, if oil were spilled 
near the Gulf of Georgia 
because there the water 
changes naturally only once a 
year. 

But, he added, the shipping 
of oil by tanker on the B.C. 
coast is “nothing new." In 
1967. 83 million barrels of oil 
were shipped by tanker 


through Puget Sound and a 
large amount of bunker oil is 
shipped each year through 
Juan de Fuca Strait. 

He suggested that with thia 
amount of oil shipping going 
on. oil spill prevention and 
protection would soon have td 
be undertaken like Tire pre 1 
vention and protection. 

This, he said, would mean 
having equipment and pos. 
sibly men ready to cope with 
spills when they happen. 

John White, president of tlie 
Victoria branch of the Society 
for Pollution and Environ¬ 
mental Control, said he did 
not see how it would be 
possible to assess the cost of 
oil spills. Even when it was 
possible to count the cost of 
cleaning up the spill, he said; 
this didn't take into con¬ 
sideration the damage done to 
the ecology of the area. 

In some cases, he noted, 
cleaning up the oil spUI 
actually did more damage to 
the environment than the spill 
did itself. 


If teachers strike for better 
pensions, they should be fired, 
according to Greater Victoria 
school trustee Peter Bunn.

“It is unprofessional con¬ 
duct tor them to strike," 
commented Bunn at a school 
board meeting.

Such a strike would not 
take place until the session is 
over.

The teachers have main¬ 
tained they are not getting a 
fair pension out of the money 
they have contributed to their 
own pension fund over the 
years, and which is admin¬ 
istered by the provincial 
government. 

Bunn was commenting on a 
letter received by the school 
board from the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Teachers’ Association 
asking for a meeting to 
discuss procedures in closing 
schools should strike action 
be taken. 

The board was told chair¬ 
man Allan McKinnon. Bunn 
and administrative staff had 
met representatives of the 
Greater Victoria Teachers' 
Association, and had told 
them that if strike action is 
taken “the board will assume 
its responsibilities under the 
act." 

The statement was made by 
McKinnon who did not en¬ 
large on if. 

Bunn said while he sympa¬ 
thized with the teachers and 
their frustration, he still did 
not think they could go on 
strike. 


“Teachers are in a very 
special position," he said. 
"They are extremely * impor¬ 
tant people in our changing 
society and the example sei 
by teachers at this time is of 
vital importance. 

"I think the vast majority 
of students do respect and 
look up to teachers, and it 
would be a great shame and a 
very poor situation if the 
teachers of this province were 
to strike.” 

Bunn said that in his 
opinion if a teacher did go on 
strike and leave his students 
in the lurch he would be 
cancelling out his contract 

Trustee Victor Rogers was 
also opposed to the idea of 
the proposed strike. Strikes, 
he said, have reached epi¬ 
demic proportions in the 
province. He suggested teach¬ 
ers should try to persuade the 
general public of the Justice 
of their cause, and if they 
succeeded in doing that he 
felt the provincial government 
would do what the teachers 
were asking. 

Victoria Labor Council 


president Jack Groves, com¬ 
menting after the meeting on 
the remarks, said he felt 
teachers have as much right 
as any tone else to strike. 

"Anyone who has an in¬ 
justice done to liim siiould be 
allowed to take whatever 
action is necessary to correct 
the injustice," he said.

4 spokesman for toe Amal¬ 
gamated Transit Union said 
Monday night that tour pro¬

He said there were also 
indications Hydro’s planned 
transit service cutbacks 
would lead to the layoff of 
another 10 or U regular bus 
drivers in Victoria. 

The settlement that fol¬ 
lowed the recent one-month 
transit strike in Victoria and 
Vancouver was at f i r s 
blamed tor the need to reduce 
sendee. However, both union 
and Hydro spokesmen haw 
said since that cutbacks had 
been planned some time ago.

Universities ‘Sterile Failures’ 


The failure of universities 
today to be subversive, to 
question the very roots of 
society, was the mark ol their 
failure to the community and 
their students, an overflow 
audience of 450 people was 
told at . the University of 
Victoria Monday. 

In a provocative talk to a 
mixed audience of students 
and older people, Sydney 
Harris, syndicated Chicago 
writer whose column appears 
in the Colonist, delivered a 
sweeping indictment of all 
American universities. 

Universipe# were failing in 
their original purpose, Harris 
said. They should be acting as 
centres of independent, 
thought exhibiting vitality by 
involving faculty and students 
in- continuing discussion on 
important subjects, but they 
weren’t. 


Instead there was a "shock¬ 
ing emphasis” on extra¬ 
curricular subjects, a rigidity 
in teaching methods which 
stifled originality and a pre¬ 
occupation with status and 
success. 

Instead of teaching students 
how to think, giving them 
important things to think 
about and then leaving them 
alone to choose their own 
methods of learning, the 
university today tried to be 
all things to all persons and 
ended up being nothing much 
of anything to anybody, 
Harris said. 

"This is toe reason for 
student rebellion,." said 
Harris. "Student* are dis¬ 
turbed at toe conventional¬ 
ism, the timidity and the 
sterility of toe university and 
are crying out to be educated 
as people not as functions <*f 
education. 


'They want guidance, at¬ 
tention, direction and concern 
and to get it they are creating 
an unholy fuss tor a holy 

cause." 

Students, said Ha iris, were 
tired "and bored with "false 
freedom.” 

They were free to take any 
course they wished from toe 
history of Western thought to 
Swiss bell ringing but. 
throughout the emphasis was 
placed on "give them a living 
after graduation" rather than 
turning them out whole men. 
integrated spiritually and 
academically. 

Parents pressed for an 
education which would make 
Johnny "just like me only 
more so” and Johnny was 
nauseated with the whole 
thing. 

Hurris admitted that he 
spoke in generalities but 


made no apology for the fact 
that he was unable to des¬ 
cribe just how tiie educational 
reformation could be brought 
about. 

Nonetheless, he said, the 
answers had to be tourid if 
toe North American univer¬ 
sity educational system was 
, not to become impotent. 

P a r a p hrasing Aristotle. 
Harris said that one had to 
know where he wag going 
before lie went somewhere 
and what the university was 
failing to do was supply this 
objective. 

After his talk, the speaker 
carried on a brisk exchange 
with a group in the audience, 
some of whom identified 
themselves as adherents of 
the Socialist Party of Canada. 

He described Marxism as 
"a Christian heresy" with a 
power base instead of a 
spiritual foundation. 
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
